AFFIDAVIT OF WILLIAM MOU'ilV, NIGHT

City and county of New York, ss.— 


William Murphy being duly Bworn, floth 
depose and say : I am nighc watchman in 
the Controller's Department in tbe court- 
house; on Saturday night, September !), 
when I come down, about 0 o'clock, to go 
on duty, I met Charles Bauluh at the front 
door, and be aays to me, "Murphy, what 
time do yon go away from here to-mor- 
row morning ?" any* I, "I will go away, 
may be, at G or 0:30 o'clock;" "Woll," 
says be, "when you go away put tbe latch 
down in tbe door, beeausa last Sunday 
morning Hnggerty's boy took a lot, of boy« 
upstaire on tut* roof,' and I believe he said
